House today passed the bill to au- 
thorize the expenditure of 3230. 
000,000 for construction of Fed- 
eral buildings throughout the coun- 
try. 

Chairman Elliott of the Building 
Committee, said the measure would 
increase the fund authorised for 
building outside ‘the District of 
Columbia. by, $115,000,000 to a total 
of $363,000,000.

— The 
Benate today ratified the French 
war debt settlement, providing for 
the funding of the $4,025,000,000 
Over a 62-year period. 5 

The bill provides for refunding 
the debt over a period éxtending 


from June 15, 1925, and Chairman’ 
Smoot of the Finance Committee 
paid the total amount to be paid, 
including interest, would be $6,- 
$47,647,105. 

Explaining the financial posi- 
tion of France, Smoot said in 1928 
the French people were taxed 33 
per cent of the national income, 
while the people of the United 
States were taxed only 10 per cent 
of the national income. 

Opposing the bill Senator How- 
ell (Rep.), Nebraska, asserted its 
terms amounted to cancellation of 
the debt except that France would 
pay interest on the principal of 
2.17 per cent, 

“Every year,” he added, “the 
interest upon that indebtedness 
amounts to $169,240,000 at 4 per 

‘cent, but on the average France for 
62 years under this setlement mere- 
ly helps us pay the interest to the 
amount of $91,813,000.” 

The House bill of ratification 
was passed without amendment 
and the measure now goes to the 
White House. It is the last of 
the settlements of war debts ar- 
ranged by the Debt Commission to 
be approved. France ratified the 
agreement last July. 

The vote on ratification was 63 
to 21. | 

An agreement was reached in 
the Senate today among factional 
leaders to devote the full time of 
the Senate after the Christmas re- 
dess to the passage of the tariff 
bill. 

Senator Watson of Indiana, the 
Republican leader, entered into 
this agreement with leaders of the 
Democratic-Republican Independ- 
ent coalition during a discussion of 
the program on the Senate floor.

Camp Jackson Committee, and had 
taken up each step in his solution 
of the problem in sculpture only 
with their knowledge and approval.

“The fact that it is being criti- 
cised simply recalls to mind that 
practically every work of art ever 
erected in St. Louis has been. criti- 
cised by someone,” Mohr said. 

The monument faces west in a 
small triangular park which was 
dedicated in May, 1928, as a me- 
morial to the fall of the Confed- 
erate stronghold in that vicinity. 
The association, formed in 1924 
at the suggestion of William K. 
Bixby, vice president of the Mis- 
souri Historical Society. is com- 
posed of members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and 30 kin- 
dred organizations. The Rev.

The monument consists of a base 
of white Bedford stone about 15 
feet high. The bronze group; about 
9 feet high, consists principally of 
the figure of a horse with Gen.

His shoulders are 
on a level with the horse’s ears. 
Permission to erect the monu- 
ment was given by the Board of 
Aldermen in 1925. 

It was erected a week ago Satur- 
day and the formal dedication is

“Unusual and Suspicious.” 

Judge Kenyon said that the cir-

CHIEF WITNESS IN 
TORTURE MURDER 


Youth Who Says He Is Con- 
nie Franklin Is Former 
Inmate of State Hospital 7 
Defense Now Admits.

MOUNTAIN VIEW, Ark., Dec. 
16.—The youth who says he is 
Connie Franklin, mountain farm 
hand, reputed to have been mur- 
dered nine months ago by a band 
of night riders, was called before 
the Stone County grand jury here 
today. 

It was thought that the grand 
jury's purpose was to try to estab- 
lish more definitely than has yet 
been done whether he is the youth 
for whose purported death five 
men were to go on trial here today 
on charges of murder. 

Attorneys for tho five men who 
will go on trial, announced this 
morning that the youth who claims 
he is Franklin has admitted that 
he is M. Franklin, former inmate 
of the State Hospital for nervous 
diseases. 

The admission was made this 
morning, they said. Defense coun- 
sel indicated they expected this to 
be an important factor during the 
trial. 

They announced also that his 
mother had been found near Clar- 
endon, Ark. The woman, Mrs. 
Lily Baker, was said to be on her

The five defendants, Alex Fulks, 
Herman Greenway, Bill Younger, 
Joe White and Hubert Hester, were 
brought into the courthouse hand- 
cuffed together. A conference be- 
tween them and their attorneys de 
layed the opening of the trial. 

The State’s witnesses include Til- 
ler Ruminer, the 16-year-old 
sweetheart of Connie Franklin, 
who said she saw him mutilated 
and burned to death the night of 
March 9, and Reuben Harrell, a 
deaf mute, who said he witnessed 
the killing at a lonely spot in the 
hills of the St. James community.

Miss Ruminer brought about the 
indictment of the five by temtify- 
ing before a grand jury. She said 
two of the men attacked her. She 
and Franklin were on their way 
to be married at the time, she de- 
clared.

“You can get all that Atlas 
Wheel money back and more,” 
Huckins said, according to Royster. 
“Your money is safer with me than 
it would be in a bank, and you're 
making a big profit—53 per cent, 
On every $1050 you make $70 

every 45 days.“ 

Trusted “Ma” Huckins. 

It sounded go good that Royster 
became suspicious’. But he did 
want to get back that $1000 he 
had lost. The clinching argument 
‘for Huckins, Royster said, was the 
\ ‘presence in their parlor of “Ma” 
Huckins.. Because they trusted 
„Ma“ the Roysters put in first 
$1050 and then $2100. 

“She was one of the nicest per- 
gons we ever met,” said Royster, 
“and we liked her and we believed 
her and we think even now that 
she must have been a square shoot- 
er who was just taken in, too. It’s 
sort of hard to believe anything 
wrong about ‘Ma’ Huckins. But 
we named her in the suit as a par- 
ty to the conspiracy for fraud. We 
had to do that. She was here, 
wasn't she, when we turned over 
the money, and she signed the note, 
didn’t she?“ 

When the Roysters de uanded 
back the principal on their $2100 
note, “Ma” Huckins came to Ce- 
dar Rapids and visited Mrs, Roys- 
ter at the department store where 
she sells dresses. 


“She put her arms around me 
and kissed me,” Mrs. Royster said, 
“and she told me everything was 
going to be all right. She said for 
us to be patient and we'd get our 
money without any trouble. She 
knew how hard we have had to 
work for every cent we've ever 
made. Well, we filed notice on 
Sept. 18 that we wanted our money 
and by the agreement we hed with 
Huckins we should have collected 
the principal on Nov. 18, 60 days 
later, but when we presented our 
note Huckins didn’t pay it, and he 
hasn’t paid it yet.” 

The Roysters have received $910 
in dividends from the Huckins 
bonanza, but they have on their 
hands two unpaid notes aggregat- 
ing $3150. 

Descriptions of Business Vary. 

Three nervous investors who 
have met in the office of a local 
attorney, in comparing notes, find 
that the elder Huckins gave dif- 
ferent descriptions of the mysteri- 
ous cigar business, through which 
he was able to reap fabulous 
profits for himself, he said, and 
at the same time pay from 26 to 
53 per cent interest on borrowed 
money. 


To the Roysters, they related, he 
said he was engaged in huge deals 
with big tobacco manufacturers, 
and through the size of his work- 
ing capital was able to buy cigars 
at ridiciulously low figures. Others 
said he told them he was dealing 
with tobacco growers who let him 
have their surplus crops for next to 
nothing. In each case, he figured 
as a cigar broker who, through a 
uniqué system of distribution, was 
able to command immense profits. 

Government investigators, at the 
time of Huckins’ trial in Milwau- 
kee, presented affidavits from all 
the larger cigar manufacturers to 
the effect they had not dealt with 
Huckins. It could not be shown, 
however, that he was not in the 
eigar business and the Government 
could not, at that time, establish 
fraud, for Huckins had met all his 
obligations to investors. 

Denies Bootlegging. 

More than one investor, who had 
heard rumors to the effect that 
Huckins was making his money in 
the bootleg industry rather than in 
the cigar business, interrogated 
Huckins on this point and received

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Dec. 16.—-The first sounding made 
near the base camp of the Byrd 
expedition shows that we are in- 
deed floating. Through a hole in 
the ice at the head of Ver-sur-Mer 
inlet, only about 150 yards from 


our front door, a sounding of ap- 
proximately 1600 feet was ob- 
tained. That is a long way to the 
bottom. 

It is hoped that a series of 
soundings around the bay and in 
crevasses south of the camp may 
be made so that something more 
definite may be learned about the 
possible presence of land near here. 
Something must hold this barrier or 
the Bay of Whales would have dis- 
appeared long ago. 

Sounding is hard work where 
the old ice remains and 18 feet 
of it were penetrated before the 
water was reached. This sounding 
was done by Paul Siple, the Boy 
Scout, and Victor Czegka, our ma- 
chinist. A sled had been fixed up 
to hold a reel, the framework for 
it being made by Arnold Clark, our 
fireman, on a forge set up on the 
barrier surface. 

Gasoline Torches Used. 

When it was ready, Siple start- 
ed to dig a hole through the ice. 
For the first five feet Tom Mul- 
roy helped him by burning oil and 
using gasoline torches. A long pipe 
was then used and for hours Siple 
tapped away, scooping up the 
broken ice chips with a tin can. 

When the pipe had gone down 
as far as possible and the bottom 
of the ice was not reached, Czeg- 
ka put together two pieces of an- 
gle iron, making a drill 20 feet 


powerful springs which snap the 
[jaws together when the bottom is 
mm reached and hold them closed.

LOSS IN ENGLISH CRASH 


Accountant, at Trial. of Pro- 
moter Hatry, Indicates Lia- 
bilities Total $100,000.000.

LONDON, Dee. 16. —Intimation 
was made in Guild Hall Court to- 
day that liabilities of companies in- 


volved in the failure of Clarence 
Hatry, British promoter and finan- 
cial figure, would approximate 
£20,000,000 (about $100,000,000). 

Sir Gilbert Garnsey, accountant, 
who has been investigating the. af- 
fairs of the Hatry companies, indi- 
cated the companſes involved in 
this total probably would have to 
go into liquidation. 

The estimate was given at the 


opening of the trial of Hatry and 


three co-defendants on charges 
growing out of their alleged stock 
fraud.. All four were in court to- 
day. 

If the accountant’s estimate of 
losses proves correct, this will be 


one of the biggest crashes in Brit- 


ish financial annals, .Garnsey said 
Hatry told him he and his three 
co-defendants had “been guilty of 
serious offenses in connection with 
a group of companies. 

Garnsey said there was very lit- 
tle prospect of a dividend for un- 
secured creditors, as assets were 
mostly pledged to secured and 
partly secured creditors. oo ke 

“There will certainly be nothing 
for the shareholders,” he added. 
“It would appear that the total de-

Hatry and his three co-defend- 
ants pleaded not guilty to charges 
of fraud and forgery and reserved 
their defense.

Bones in Chinese 


Scientists Regard Unearthing of 10 Sets of 


Greatest Discovery of Kind. 


Limestone Bed as 


By the Associated Press. 

PEIPING, China, Dec. 16.—In a 
limestone bed at Chow Outien, 30 
miles from here, have been found 
the skeletons of 10 men who, scien- 
tists ‘think, probably were among 
the first of mankind. Nine were 
headless, leading some to think 


the limestone bed may have been 
‘the scene of pre-Neanderthal be- 
headings. In such case, since the 
skulls were not found, it is sug- 
gested the heads may have been 
removed in some prehistoric rite. 

One skull was discovered by a 
Chinese geologist. He said it be- 
longed to a species of the famous 
“Pekin Man,” the Sinanthropus 
Pekinensis, associated with the 
‘period of the Piltdown skull and 
the Java ape man. 

Many of the bones discovered 
were broken sharply, as if by hu- 
man hands.. The scientists in re- 
constructing the life of the remote 
day, suggested ancient man may 
have done this to get the marrow 
to eat. 

Scientists Sworn to Secrecy. - 

The scientists who have worked 
in .the limestone have been sworn 
to secrecy, but they megard the 
discovery as the greatest find of its 
kind ever made. Both the skull 
and the 10 skeletons are in ex- 
cellent state of preservation. 

The discovery was made in the 


same limestone quarries . where 
“monkey man” jaw teeth were 
found in 1928. The scientists de- 
lieve that with the discovery of the 
skeletons, the site ot a prehistoric, 
probably pre- Neanderthal, home 
of a distinct type of primitive man 
has been uncovered. 

The scientists consider they have 
enough material to reconstruct the 
entire life-drama of the-frehistoric 
colony, or at least to sketch a por- 
trait of man as he existed near 
here more than a million years 
ago. 

Rhinoceros Skull Found. 

Some other bones have been dis- 
covered also, among them the fos- 
‘sil skull of a rhinoceros, and heaps 
of bones thought to be those of 
other animals. Many of these were 
broken, possibly by marrow — 
ers. 

Scientists have placed ‘the site of 
the so-called Pekin Man at per- 
haps a million years ago, ante- 
dating the Neanderthal man, and 
probably contemporaneous with the 
Heidelberg Man of Europe. Two 
teeth of the Pekin Man have been 
discovered. Some considered the 
Pekin Man at a stage of develop- 
ment between the modern human 
being and the anthropoid apes.

that the average university student's vo- 
cabulary is two or three times as large 
as Shakspeare’s. Ag Mark Twain said 
about a premature newspaper account of 
his death, the report is considerably ex- 
aggerated. 

It is perfectly true that we have found, 
by @ series of tests conducted in a large 
university course over a period of nearly 
10 years, that most of our better students 
are acquainted with at least 50,000 
words. Indeed, the figure of 100,000 is 
not at all uncommon, and an occasional 
assiduous reader turns gp who knows 
120.000 or 135,000. It is also true that 
Shakspeare used in his plays something 
less than 18,000 words. Your figure of 
28.000 for Shakspeare is much too large; 
a caréful count of the three standard 
concordances of Shakspeare gives the 
following totals for his distinct and sep- 
arate words: 17;271: 17,303; and 17,- 
499. Shakspeare’s vocabulary, by the 
way, wes by no means the largest among 
English authors; the new concordance of 
Browning which was completed only two 
years ago puts the Victorian poet in the 
lead with a vocabulary of no fewer than 
29.209 words. 

The total for the university student 
refers to his passive vocabulary; that of 
Shakspeare, to his active vocabulary. A 
man’s passive vocabulary includes the 
words he can recognize and understand; 
his active vocabulary includes only the 
words he actually uses. 

Such an investigation of the active 
vocabulary is extremely difficult, and the 
result is problematic. But it is really 
quite easy for any one to make a rough 
estimate of his own passive vocabulary. 
The method we use at the University of 
Missouri is as follows: The student is 
instructed to take an unabridged dic- 
tionary and a notched card: with this he 
examines from 10 to 20 pages at regular 
intervals, and finds out how many words 
he knows the meanings of: then he 
counts the total number of words on 
these pages, and figures out the per-

One unacquainted with the tricks 
of successful writing And publish- 
ing may have been led during the 
past few years to assume that the 
great reading public has suddenly 
become’ intensely interested in 
Francis Rabelais. Nothing could 
be funnier than such an assump- 
tion, for it is a rare sort of per- 
son indeed who can wade through 
Gargantua and Pantagruel and get 
any “kick” whatever out of the 
experience save at a very few well- 
known points. It is by those points 
alone that Rabelais is known at 
all to most people. Genuine inter- 
est in Rabelais is confined to a 
cult. Nevertheless it might seem 
that a distinct Rabelais revival is 
in progress now. This is due, not 
to a spontaneous public demand 
ror Rabelais nor to any -popular 
ability to appreciate him as hu- 
morist, story-teller and satirist, 
but to the fact that Rabelais has a 
reputation for nastiness, and the 
most is being made of that profit- 
promising fact by those who know 
what baits are good for fishing in 
the troubled literary waters of the 
day. One chuckles in thinking of 
the many who may have bought 
Rabelais at from two dollars to 
one hundred dollars a throw during 
the past few years, and how, after 
laughing over a very few well- 
known passages, they must have 
wondered and wondered at the 
apparently unutterable duliness of 
the voluminous. remainder. 

Such folk will not buy the above 
listed volume, that has afforded 
the occasion for, but not the cause 
of; these remarks. And that is 
well, for it would serve only to in- 
crease an already great perplexity. 
It is written by two sachol- 
ars who are undoubtedly initiates 
of the Rabelais cult: and although 
it is stated on the jacket that what 
they have written is “a racy reve- 
lation,” it is really nothing of the 
sort. It is a distinguished contribu- 
tion to literary and social criticism 
in the larger sense. It is not in 
any strict sense, a biography, for, 
as the authors point out, what is 
definitely known of Rabelais’ life 
can be written on a single page.

of seven Haitian political organiza- 
tions asking for United States 
supervision of the presidential elec- 
tions next April were sent by air 
mail yesterday to President Hoover. 
The signatories say they have 
more than 100,000 followers in the 
interior. 8 pétitions state that 
only through American supervision 
of elections will thé Haitians re- 
ceive fair and impartial treatment.

tution. 

The signers also state that, un- 
less the United States takes im- 
mediate and decisive steps to clear 
the Haitian political situation 
through the requested control of

Charge Election Graft. 

They charge that free and im- 
partial elections cannot exist under 
the French electoral system which 
places electoral rights within the 
power of a committee of 21. They 
allege that this committee has al- 
ways been bought by the adminis- 
tration. 

The petition says: The sub- 
scribed Presidents of Haytian Asso- 
ciations, established in Port-au- 
Prince and aided by numerous out- 
lying districts of the republic, take 
advantage of the presence in Haiti 
of special correspondents of the 
press of the United States to make 
known to the people and Govern- 
ment of the United States the 
opinion of the Haytian nation. 

“Believing that the Government 
of Haiti is essentially democratic 
and being furthermore assured by 
the formal promises of the United 
States Departmer: o State that 
American intervention, in 1915, 
was only to aid the Haytian people, 
„we ask for United States-supervised 
elections in 1980. 

“The signers, presidents of lead- 
ing associations, recall the solemn 
promises of thé United States Gov- 
ernment and demand the carrying 
out of these promises in their spir- 
it and the lettér of the law. We 
ask that in April, 1930, the new 
President be elected through the 
loyalty of the people in sincere 
elections instead of th.dugh the 
Council of State Committee of 21 
which heretofore has been empow- 
ered to name th* new President 
and which has always been subject 
to te intervention of the Président 
and other political powers already 
in office.” 

Names of Petitioners. 

Those who signed the petitions 
were Perceval Thoby of the Patri- 
otic Union, Seymour Tradel of the 
National Constitutional League, 
Antonio Vieux Jr., Patriotic 
League, J. P. Mexile of the League 
of Rights and Citizenship, L. C.

ANE FLAVORED 


Which Is One Reason Why 
Housewives Should Use 
Winter Vegetables. 


Bach season of the year brings 


with it certain foods, and it is by 


making a wide use of these that 
housewives can plan the most eco- 
nomical meals. Foods always have 
the best flavor when they are 
grown near home and can be used 
soon after ripening—that is, gen- 
rally speaking, when they are in 
season. Modern methods of trans- 
portation have so lessened dis- 
tances that the supply of what are 
called seasonal winter foods has 
increased considerahly over what 
could be obtained say 30 years ago. 

There are a number of winter 
vegetables at reasonable prices and 
the same is true of fruits. Dairy 
products, while they may be & lit- 
tle higher in price than in the 
summer, are nevertheless plentiful. 

Vegetable Combinations. 

Casserole dishes that combine 
several vegetables on a meat and 
vegetable are a good saving af 
time and. work. It must be re- 
membered, however, that such 
dishes have the combined food 
value of the various foods used, 
and this must be taken into con- 
sideration in planning the rest of 
the meal. A combination dish sel- 
dom needs more than a salad and 
a dessert to make a compiete 
meal. 

Carrots Invaluable. 

Carrots are a wholesome and in- 
expensive winter veRetable, and 
they are deserving of much better 
treatment than they often get. Like 
spimach, there are many people 
who think that they do not like 
carrots, usually this is because they 
are so often served indifferently 
cooked. 

When boiled, drained, mashed 
like potatoes and seasoned with 
butter, salt and pepper, they have 
an entirely new flavor, and they 
look most attractive. 

Grated raw carrots mixed with 
cream or cottage cheese and 
served on lettuce are an excellent 
‘source of food iron, and make a 
salad that is quite generally popu- 
lar, as the carrots are so well dis- 
guised. 

Red Cabbage. 

Red cabbage finely shredded, 
mixed with well-seasoned French 
dressing and then with equal parts 
of finely diced tart. apple and «a 
few chopped walnuts makes a very 
attractive and wholesome winter 
salad. 


Cooks not accustomed to using 


red cabbage, should try it occa- 
sionaliy as a change from the 
white. It may be cooked in much 
the same way, or it may be made 
into a hot. slaw by shredding it 
and cooking for 20 minutes in a 
small amount of boiling water, lit- 
| tle vinegar and seasonings.

ALL-BRAN 


Planked Chops Transform -a 
Plain Family Meal Into a 
Special Dinner. 


There are times when most 
housekeepers have to think fast 
on the question of transforming a 
family dinner into a company meal. 
A plank such as is used for fish 
and steaks is the most useful piece 
of kitchen equipment on such oc- 
casions. 

For example, veal chops had 
been bought in the morning for a 
family dinner. Long experience 
has taught the advisability of al- 
ways planning at least one extra 
chop on “chop nights.” This time 
ture enough in the afternoon, but 
too late to materially change the 
dinner order, word comes of an ex- 
tra guest, and a rather special one 
for dinner. Out came the plank 
and with the aid of a pastry bag 
and a few slices of pineapple a 
plain chop meal was changed into 
quite a dressed-up affair. The dish 
was such a good one that it is of- 


fered as a suggestion for this 
week’s hostess. 


Planked Chops. 

The advantage of a  planked 
food is that usually potatoes, meat 
and vegetables are all arranged 
and served on the same dish. 

In this -case use slices of pine- 
apple to supply the acid that is 


such an improvement with veal 


to have them cut with a slice of 
kidney on each chop. Trim the 
chops, sprinkle lightly with salt and 
pepper and broil on one side for 
eight minutes. Or, if preferred, 
pan broil in a hot frying pan until 
brown on each side. 

Let the plank heat in the oven 
while the chops are broiling. Put 
the chops with the cooked side 
down on the hot plank. 

Meanwhile, boil white potatoes, 
drain, mash nd season with salt, 
pepper, butter nd hot milk. Whip 
until very light and then put into 
a pastry bag with a large tube. 
Pipe <he potatoes in a border 
around the edge of the plank and 
cook in a hot oven or under the 
broiler for eight minutes or until 
the chops are cooked through and 
the potatoes brown. 

Pineapple Slices. 

Drain slices of canned pineapple 
and saute in hot butter or cooking 
fat until heated through and 
slightly brown. Arrange one slice 
on each chop. 

Just before serving, place the 
cooked Brussels sprouts around the 
chops, serving any extra in a hot 
vegetable dish. 

The plank may be slipped into 
a holder, or if this is not cvailable. 
place it on a large platter, putting 
a napkin under it sc that it will 
not slip. In serving, servé some 
of the potatoes and other vege- 
tables with the meat on each plate. 

Brussels Sprouts. 

The best way to cook Brussels 
sprouts is after picking them over 
carefully, to put them in a sauce 
pan and cover with boiling water: 


Add one teaspoon of salt and a

ILLIAM AVERY RO CRE. 

FELLER passed on at a 

great age, within the present 
century, in seclusion and undoubt- 
edly under an assumed name, More 
and more as his sons, John, Wu. 
liam and Frank, attained promi- 
nence, he slipped into the back- 
ground. His last public appearance 
was in 1902. In September of that 
year he visited John D. at the lat- 
ter’s estate, Forest Hill, in Bast 
Cleveland. John D. quietly ar- 
ranged a reunion with several of 
the old cronies who had known his 
father half a century before in 
Strongsville and Parma, O. 


STILL MADE THEM LAUGH. 


“Uncle Joe” Webster, Joe Davis 
and a half a dozen other ancients 
appeared. Doc Rockefeller had 
grown ‘immensely stout and he told 
his old pals that his feet were both- 
ering him. He was suffering from 
gout and asthma. But mentally he 
was the same man. Profane, inde- 
pendent and jovial, his wit was as 
keen as ever and he poured out sto- 
ries old and new until the Strongs- 
ville men grew tired laughing. 

Immediately after the reunion 
half a dozen persons saw William 
A. Rockefeller with his youngest 
son, Frank, driving through the 
streets of Cleveland. His broad- 
cloth coat with silk-faced lapels 
was thrown back from a low-cut 
waistcoat. From the bosom of his 
white shirt blazed his ubiquitious 
diamond. He wore a silk hat at 
a rakish angle and watched Eucld 
avenue’s passing crowds with 
sharp interest. 

From that moment William 
Avery Rockefeller passed into the 
mist. On Feb. 2, 1908, Frank 
Rockefeller admitted that his 
father was alive but “his where- 
abouts, concerned no one but his 
immediate family.” 

John D. was calmly silent. He 
did not, of course, deny that his 
father survived his mother many 
years. Eliza Davison Rockefeller 
was buried from John D.’s Cleve- 
land home in 1889. She was sev- 
enty-five. The burial certificate, | 
based upon information furnished 
by the family, stated that she was 
a “widow.” 

ALMOST 100 YEARS OLD. 

One thing is certain: John D.“ 
father lived almost to, or beyond, 
the century mark.

SSUREDLY this man is a freak

The disease revealed all the 
strength of his great head, with cu- 
rious bumps and tightly drawn skin 
now concealed by a wig. Never 
tall, John D. in his prime possessed 
a buill-like neck and powerful 
shoulders. Still, the head and ears 
seemed disproportionately large. 
The eyes were small, glittering, yet 
curiously stony. They glowed (still

He tackled 
ill-health with the astonishing mas- 
tery he had displayed in business, 
and won. Acidulated milk and 
crackers were kis diet for a long 
period. Much flesh dropped from 
his frame while Dr. Biggar and as- 
sociated specialists were experi- 
menting. John D. was as docile as 
a lamb.

He eats only to live and very spar- 
ingly. Cheese and olive oil, once 
shunned, are now consumed mod- 
erately. Two or three spoonstul of 
olive oil are swallowedseach week, 
“to lubricate the joints.”

fascinates. He is the great mys- 
tery of John D.’s life. 


He first appeared in Richford, 
Tioga County, N. T., in the mid 
thirties of the past century. Rich- 
ford was a tiny village some 
25 miles northwest of Bingham- 
ton. William’s father, Godfrey, 
had settled there some time be- 
fore, coming from a hamlet called 
Mud Creek, Massachusetts. T 
Rockefellers (or Rockenfellers) 
were a migratory family, supposed- 
ly of German extraction, that had 
been on American soil for two or 
three generations. 

William always had money and 
wore the best clothes of any 
young in the county. Love 
of lite. tnfettered by education, 
ran riot in him. Even in those 
days, he disappeared on long trips, 
always returning with jingling 
pockets. 

He returned from one of these 
journeys in 1837 with a bride, 
Eliza Davison.
